MOTHER OF PEARL.

The sole curiosity for sightseers in 
the city of Hanoi, a town of tlu* French 
Tonquin, is the industry of inlaying 
mother of pearl in precious woods. In 
fact, one street, called the Street of the 
Inlayers, is given "up to the trade. The 
workmen are genuine artists, combin 
ing artistic perception with great man 
ual skill. Furnished with rude tools 
but with great patience and skill, these 
workmen produce articles of great 
beauty. They have applied the princi­ 
ple of division of labor, or specializa­ 
tion, to their work. The cabinet mak 
era first put together the various parts 
of the materials to be incrusted. The 
joining is done without the aid of nails 
and with a nice system oft dovetailing 
and use of paste, of which lacquer is 
the base. From this cabinet maker the 
wood passes Into the hands of the de­ 
signer, who makes sketches for its or­ 
namentation on rice paper. 
These desig ns are transferred to the 
wood by the inlayer, whose duty it is 
to choose the pearl that will best serve 
to bring out the beauty of the design 
The mother of pearl is obtained from a 
large species of shellfish, called casque, 
cauglit chiefly upon the shores of the 
Island of Poulocondar. 
The inlayer euts the pieces of pearl 
into little bits and chooses the combi­ 
nation of colors which w ill make the 
contrast necessary for the artistic suc­ 
cess of his work. 
The iridescence is 
heightened by the use of pearl dust 
furnished by a kind of mussel taken 
from the brooks of that region. When 
the bits of mosaic are chosen the in­ 
layer tries to give them the form of the 
design chosen and disposes them as a 
mosaic in the wood. The crude morsel 
is made translucent by pumice stone. 
The pearl is then fixed in a vise, and

As regards the first point, the com­ 
mittee decided that it was necessary 
to prevent ministers exceeding their

exceptional east's where the emperor 
has ordered ministers to délibérât» < on- 
cerning changes the decisions of the 
committee must first be submitted to 
th« senate.

and G. H. Schuler, grandsons of the 
late George L. Schuler, long a leading 
business man and m erchant of Dix on. 
Mr. Schuler's widow and a non and 
daughter are also still residents of this 
city . 
Mr. E. T. Schuler Is president 
and manager of the company named 
heretofore. 
They have 
tx tensive 
manufacturing establishm ents also at 
Birmingbam and Ensley , located a 
few miles from Gadsden. 
A t <>ads- 
den the company has an enormous 
steel mill, a great blooming mill and 
immense furnaces. 
They are huge 
structures, with 
scores 
of smoke 
stacks, and tbe air about is clouded 
with steam and coal smoke. 
The 
buildings stand upon strong and huge 
steel pillars. 
There are noisy tram ­ 
way s and moving cranes lifting tons of 
ore and steel about. 
The father of the two y oung men 
was at one tim e an ex tensive iron 
m anufacturer in Chicago and resides 
there now, we believe. 
As a m atter of interest to the 
read­ 
ers of T h e T eleg raph we recall the 
fact th at the wife of Mr. E. T. Schul­ 
er, born In this city —the daughter of 
Thomas H. 
E ustace—formerly Miss 
Maude Eustace. 
The site of the Gadsden property is 
u pon an old cotton plantation 
Tbe 
city of Gadsden gave the sight to the 
company , a tract of land containing a 
thousand acres 
I t is half a mile 
broad and a mile long. 
These y oung men are doing much to 
make what is called the New South. 
Steel can be manufactured 
here 
cheaper, probably , than any where in 
this country , on account of the acees- 
sability of iron ore, coal and lime. 
This ccmpany is perhaps the only one 
in the south and one of the few in the 
United States which mines its own 
pres, digs its own coal, manufactures 
Its own articles and, in short, turns 
| out its finished product. It is one of 
i the few companies in the United 
States th a t takes ores right Out of tb6 
earth, and witbont any assistance 
from middlemen or otber m anufact­ 
ures turns out the finished product. 
While several million dollars are 
now invested here by the 
Schuler 
brothers other millions are to follow 
In 
developing 
this 
wonderful in­ 
dustry . 
The company now has a 
capital of two aDd a half million dol­ 
lars 
As an an indication of the push 
of these y oung men, we may add th a t 
they bought the electric line running 
through Alabama City , A ttalla and 
GadBden. 
For this property they 
paid tbe sum of $175,000. Then, as 
other side lines, they bought the ice 
plant and the electric light plant of 
Gadsden. W ith proper encouragement 
to northern enterprise the new South 
will have something to “astonish the 
natives” in the near future. 
Tbe Schuler brothers are now pre­ 
paring to enlarge their immense plant 
and will add buildings and machinery 
requiring some seven million dollars 
capital.

Th e 
statues 
and 
literary 
m aster­ 
pieces of Hellas, wh ose th em es were 
m ainly legendary, are responsible for 
th e im pression th a t th e ancient Greek 
w as cast in th e h eroic mold. 
Th e h e­ 
roic Greek w as a turbulent, m aster­ 
ful, egotistic demigod. 
lie h ad no 
counterpart in any h istorical figure ex­ 
cept A lexander th e G reat, wh o deem­ 
ed h im self a descendant of Ach illes, 
th e sea nym ph ’s son, and acted very 
much like h im. 
T h e Greek of h istory was an uncom ­ 
monly consistent republican. 
In th e 
tolerance h e gave to individualism and 
th e capacity lie sh ow ed—Inside h is city 
state—for collective action h e carried 
th e science of governm ent and of po­ 
litical self control in some respects to 
a h eigh t from wh ich all subsequent 
h istory is a descending slope. 
W h ile 
m aintaining dem ocratic standards, h e 
did not enforce nor bo\v to th a t ty ran­ 
nous and karrow ing 
public 
opinion 
wh ich in our own tim e th reatens to 
cast all men in much th e sam e mold, 
lie found a place in h is sch em e of 
th ings for diversities of natural bent— 
for th e effem inate dress of Alciblades, 
th e tub of Diogenes, th e railings of 
Cleon, th e austerities of Aristides, th e 
satire of Aristoph anes, th e arrogance 
of Ph ocion. Th e dem ocracy of A th ens 
w as never th e dem ocracy of th e dead 
level. 
It m eant opportunity, not a 
steam roller. 
As creditable a story is told on th e 
side o f, collective action. Greek politics 
implied, as M ah affy h as observed, “th e 
reasonable discussion of th e public, th e 
final decision of th e m ajority, th e sub­ 
mission of m agistrates and rulers to 
th e will of th e people.” 
Th e Greek 
"m ultitude” w as tolerant, patient, loy­ 
al to Its leaders and capable, as it 
sh ow ed in th e Peloponnesian war, of 
m aking exem plary sacrifices and of in­ 
itiating and m aintaining a course of 
action for a protracted period. 
Th e 
wh ole population of Ath ens, for in­ 
stance, abandoned th e country and 
took to th eir sh ips, leaving th e enemy 
to destroy th eir city and th eir posses­ 
sions wh ile th ey sough t h im and finully 
conquered h im ou th e sea. 
For th a t 
fortitude it would be im possible to find 
a m odern parallel. 
T h e civic qualities are upperm ost in 
th e great period of Greek h istory—a 
keen appreciation of h um or th a t acted 
as a safety valve to th e turbulence of 
assem blies, 
au 
aptitude 
a t 
public 
« peaking w h ich was useful iu battle as 
in council. Every free G reek w as a t 
once a legislator, au orator, a potential 
adm iral or general. 
T h ere w as one capital defect in th e 
H ellenic 
ch aracter. 
Th e 
individual 
Greek could not stand prosperity. As 
G rote put it, “Th e effects of a copious 
dra ft of glory on th e tem peram ent of 
an ente. prising and am bitious Greek 
W’ere perfectly m addening.” H e w as a 
good loser, but nearly alw ays a bad 1 
w inner.

Greek of h istory becam e a t th e end a ;

men despising w ealth and any toil ex­ 
cept th a t of th e gym nasium , th e drill 
ground and th e battlefield. Th ey were 
a proud, sh y. self contained, h ome 
keeping people, so ill a t ease and uu- 
practiccd In public speech th a t th e 
word “laconic” h as become a proverb. 
Th eir cautious political sense, th eir 
m ilitary discipline, th eir long lived dy­ 
nasty and th eir unbroken m aintenance 
of one form of governm ent secured 
th em th e instinctive deference of oth er 
Greeks. 
W h at th e S partans w ere not th e 
A th enians in th eir best period w ere— 
eager w anderers over th e earth , tra f­ 
fickers, im perialists, orators, sch olars 
and artists. Th ey were alw ays “get­ 
ting forw ard.” As th e slow er Pelopon­ 
nesians complained, every acquisition 
w’as made by th em th e basis of a 
new venture, and w h en th ey m eas­ 
ured arm s with th e com plainants th ey 
sh owed th at th ey could be as constant 
tn m isfortune and as elastic In rising 
from crush ing disaster as th ey were 
aggressive In pressing au 
advantage.—
